It means 
hat a 100 mile run constitutes a 
day's work. 
That is, if we K' 


<5 for a day's work, we get fh*, 
cents a mile. We are paid by the 
mile and not by the hour/ 111 oth- 
er words, we have an hour lo 
make ten miles. If the run is not 
completed in 10 hours there is a 
pro rata rate for overtime. 


"By tile eight hour act we have

Arthur, whose bead 
contained something, said, 'You 
don't want to desert freedom of 
contract. It means everything.' 


"In 1893 there was another and 


government ownership was again 
agitated as the. power and force 
of the principal arteries of the 
nation were threatened and when 
they are paralyzed everyone suf- 
fers. 
Tho" object of government 


ownership was to prevent the re- 
occurahce. We are as a stone 
wall, With government ownership 
or compulsory arbitration staring 
us in the face. 


"Government ownership would 


be a most extravagant thing. Ten 
billions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty are owned by the railways. 
What would happen if it 
w^ve 


placed in the hands'of politicians! 


"Under the 
conditions the 


brotherhoods cannot exercise tbeir 
power or force, should the pro- 
posed law be carried into effect 
at the next 
legislature, as the 


jnestion of freedom and contract 
and collective bargaining is takeu 
away. 


"Compulsory arbitration takes 


away the broad field created by 
;he organization which built up 
lie standardization of wages and 
Jie standardization of conditions. 
Through the force of the brother- 
lOods, safety appliances have berm 
nstallcd and nuUiy improvements 
that have been of a benefit to the 
niblic and the employee and to 
he railroad have been gained. 
'' There was an amendment made 


t" the Eight Hour Law which ap- 
plied to telegraph operators, yard 
ncn, etc.; all of which resulted 
.in its defeat. It was introduced 
in other forms and defeated.

most instances it was ruled out 
of order by the speaker of the 
iiouse of representatives, who said 
that it was not germane.

: CONCERNING A WICKED BUSINESS 


Federal Judge Alston G. Day- 


ton, of West Virginia, in a charge 
to the grand jury at th« opening 
of the court in May, is quoted as 
saying: 


"Fundamentally the sale of in- 


toxicating liquor is not a legiti- 
mate and honest business, and no 
man can be an honest man who 
engages in it. It is not honest to 
destroy a man. It is not honest to 
take away the bread and butter of 
helpless women and children. Gen- 
tlemen, it is not honest for a man 
to come into your household and 
take the bright, strong vigorous 
son and lead him on and on until 


• becomes a disgrace to you, an 


annoyance to his fellowmen, and 
finally, lands in 
a drunkard's 


grave. I want to say that there "a 
not a very gnat deal of distinc- 
tion between the man, in my de- 
liberate judgment, who stands up 


and, for revenue purpose*, votes 
to license the saloon and the man 
who conducts the saloon. The 
good Christian people who go to 
the polls and vote for license are 
the power behind the throne, 


are the power behind the 


wloon, because if they did not 
vot« for license the follow could 
not run hi* saloon. I tell yon, gen- 
tlemen, in this country the cry 
comes up u it 
to C»in; the 


blood of our fellowmen crie* out 
from the grojind to God Almighty, 
the victims of ttti traffic in every 


cemetery and every graveyard in 
this country cry out to God 
against us—you and me—who 
have permitted this traffic to ex- 
ist so long.
